RKPORT ON THB INSTITUTION FOR 
DEAF AND BUND— FISCAL MAN- 
AOBMENT OF SCHOOL "APPA- 
RENTLY IB CAPABLE AND 
HONEST." 

(Vrwm, th* San FraneUeu Call, Dec. SO.) 

FullowinK is the text of Governor 
Johnson's report in the matter of 
the inveHti^atioD of Mic IiiHtitulion 
for the Denf and Blind at Berkeley : 

" Lontt since I liave indiuated to 
the directors of iho institution my 
couclasion in the investlKation re- 
cently conducted and have suKftest- 
ed the procedure that 1 deera««(i ap- 
propriate and necesHary. I wa^ 
asked to put these conclunions in 
writiuK, and as this in the rli<ht of 
the directorate, in brief form, with- 
out k detailed discussion of the 
facts. I transmit these findinfj;n. 

"I do not think the charges of im- 
morality were suNtained. It is tine 
that proof of isolated, specific acts 
was introduced, but my concluHion 
upon this point is that (he conditions 
in the school were not unlike those 
that prevail in similar institutions, 
and were not of a suffloiently grave 
nature to cause any appiehension. 

"The fiscal managiMnent of this 
school apparently has been capable 
and honest. 

PURPOSE OF INQUIRY. 

" In July, 1909, Douglas Keith 
was selected by the Board of Direc- 
tors as the principal teacher of the 
Institution to succeed Warring Wil- 
kinson, and it has been strenuous- 
ly insisted that in the selection of 
Mr. Keith not only was the law vio- 
lated, but a gross injustice done the 
State. 

" In this investigation some five 
weeks were consumed, and every 
opportunity was afforded both par- 
ties in the presentation of (lie testi- 
uony, and even in the argument of 
the cape. The attorneys repre- 
senting, on the one hand, the alum- 
ni, and on the other the manage- 
ment of the institution, were actuat- 
ed by the Aame purpose as myself, 
and all of us, throughout the tire- 
some tedium of taking testimony for 
the period mentioned, were striving 
with a common object to ascertain 
what was best for the denf and dumb 
and the blind of the State, who, 
without fault on their part, were 
suffering the loss of a sense for 
which the State, in the institution, 
was endeavoring to substitute vooa 
tlon and education. 

"The welfare of these unfor- 
tonate wards of the State is the one 
guide in the management of the 
school, and the only consideration 
that should weigh for a single inst 
ant with us is how best the welfare 
may be promoted and how, in the 
very highest perfection, the pur- 
pose of tlie school may he couaum- 
mated. 

** Investigations of this sort are not 
pleasant to conduct. Conclusions 
such as I reach and as I have in- 
dicated to the Board of Directors are 
disagr(>eable to execute. Neveitlio- 
less the walfare of the children of 
the school, the best interests of the 
institution, the very purposes de- 
fined by the law for which it was 
founded, demand ^e action which 
I insist shall bo taken by the Direc- 
torate. 

"The law has designated the head 
of the institution as the principal 
teacher. Mr. Keith, notwithstanding 
his personal social characteristics, 
and these I concede to be most 
agreeable, never should have been 
chosen as the principiil teacher and 
he should not be continued in that 
position. 

"The objects of the institution 
•re deflniiely stated by section 2237 
of the political code, wherein it Is 
provided : 

•The Institution for the Donf and 
Blind, located at B(>rkeley, Aiamoda 
County, is a part of the school system 
of the State, except that it shall de- 
rive no revenue from Iho public 
school fund, and has for its object 
the education of the <leaf and blind, 
which, by reason of their infirmity, 
can not be taiiu:ht in the public 
■ohools.' 

TEACHER'S gUAUFICATIONS. 

"The qualificiiiions of the prin- 
cipal teacher are prescribed in sec- 
tions S'i67 of the political code as 
follOWB: 

"The principal teacher must 
have not leas than three years' ex- 



perience in the art of teaching the 
deaf,duml) and blind. 

"At the time Mr. Keith was se- 
lected as principal tt'acliei ho did 
not possess the qualifications pre 
scribed by the code, and this fact 
was known to the Directors. Prior 
to his appointment as principal 
teacher Mr. Keith had l)oen a clerk 
of Mr. Wilkinson many years. He 
had not had the experience in 
teaching indicated by the code. 

"Some attempt was made at the 
hearing to InNiNt thst men could noi 
be found with the requisite quali- 
fications, and it was repeatedly as- 
serted that while qualified teachers 
of the deaf and dumb might readily 
be ol»lained, those who combined 
with that qualification a like 
qualification as to the blind, could 
not be had within the United 
States. 

" The utter fallacy of this state 
memt is demonstrated by one letter 
which I have received from Qal- 
laudet College at Washington. 
This is the National College of 
the Deaf and Dumb maintained by 
the United States Government. It 
prepares those who desire to follow 
the profession of teaching the deaf 
and dumb and is, in its character, 
as I understand, a normal school of 
that profession. 

"I wtote to the college without 
having at my command even the 
name of the officials, stating our 
qualifications, and anking if the 
college couhl recommend any per- 
sons who could fulfill the require- 
ments. Immediately I received 
from the president of the college a 
response, in which he presents the 
names of three persons who are 
duly qualified, an<l who are thor- 
oughly recommended for the poai 
tion. 

"If it had been the desire at the 
time of the appointment of Mr. 
Keith to comply with the law, some 
attempt of this sort certainly would 
have been made, but beyond the 
hazy statement of one witness that 
he wrote to one man who, it was 
thought, might acceptably fill the 
place, there is rro evidence of any 
attempt by the Directors, or any 
one else connected with the school, 
to comply with the plain mandate 
of the statue. 

" It is not, however, upon a lack 
of compliance with the strict letter 
of the law that I place my determina- 
tion, but the spirit of the law as 
well was apparently forgotten. 

" The fact that our school is an 
education.il institution, 'a part of 
the school system of the State,' 
seemed to have been entirely over- 
looked. Now, it might be possible 
if, at the time of the appointment, 
the individual appointed was lack- 
ing in the educational qnaliflcalionv, 
after the lapse of a couple ef years, 
that he might become thorouglily 
qiralified ; and when I remarked, 
during the progress of the investiga- 
tion, I was willing t« leap a legal 
hurdle if necessary for the best in- 
terests of the school, I meant that if 
Mr. Keith, at the time of his ap- 
pointment, had not technically pos 
sessed the qualifications of a prin- 
cipal teacher and yet within the two 
years thereafter had, by study and 
attention to the duties of the oilice 
and the like, acquired those qualifi- 
cations and was successfully, both 
from the educational and other 
standpoints, adininistering the af- 
fairs of the school, we might over- 
look the wrong of his appointment, 
liul Mr. Keitir has been lire tread of 
this institution since July, 1909. 
The institution embraced both the 
deaf and dumb and the blind. 

DIFFBRBNCBS AMONG EDUCATORS 

"The deaf and dumb have their 
own method naturally of communi- 
cation and this rrrethod of communi- 
cation is the sign language. There 
is difference among the educators 
as to methoils of teaching the d(^af 
and dumb, one class insisting upon 
teaching exciirsively oralism, the 
other class insisting upon acotnbin- 
ed metho<l involving both oralism 
and the sign language. 

"This sign language is not, as I 
supposed it to be prior to the inves- 
tigation, the spelling out of words 
by letters, here is a distinct language 
of itself, comparable, perhaps, to 
shorthand, by witich gestures, facial 
expression, pantomime and the like 
convey ideas. 

" This language is of inestimable 
value to lliu deaf and dumb, who- 
tlier one method or another bo 
taught in school. I( <" a means by 



which they communicate with 
facility and rapidity among them- 
selves, and the means by which 
speeches and lectures may be de- 
livered among themselves. The 
deaf and dumb have lodges, gather- 
ings and all assemblages just like 
hearing people, and in these as- 
seml)lrtge8 their mode of communica- 
tion is not by spelling out Ity letters, 
but by this sign language, in which 
orations may be delivered, speeches 
made and ail of those things done 
from the platform that are done 
by those who are not deaf. 

" During the taking of the testi- 
mony in the case there was in con- 
stant attendance a large number of 
the deaf who followed with tlie most 
intense interest the translation of 
the interpeter of the testimony, 
and this translaticu apparently 
was made as rapidly as the testimony 
was given by speaking witnesses. 

"Mr. Keith admitted his lack of 
proficiency in this sign languxge. 
lie did not have that proficiency 
when he was appointed. For some 
reason that I cannot understand he 
has not acquired it in tire two years 
he has been head of the school. 
Thus we have the spectacle of the 
principal teacher of the institution 
unable, with fluency and facility, 
to a<ldress those of whom he is the 
principal teacher. 

"Again the blind are taught to 
rea«l by a system of r-aised points 
called 'Braille,' and the books that 
are used by the blind corrtinuously 
during the course of their education 
and subsequently are all thisI3raille. 
Now, remarkable as it may seem, the 
principal teacher of the blind at 
Berkeley can not read the Braille, 
although admittedly it is something 
that might be acquired readily with- 
in a reasonable period. 

TESTIMONY OF KKITH 

"As illustrative of the situation 
I quote from the testimony of Mr. 
Keith, pages 464 and following : " 

Q.— What book is that? A.— 
That is a Braille book. 

Q. — What is the name of it f A. 
— That is Myer-'s General History. 

Q. — Is that the raised letters of 
the Braille system ? A. — Braille 
system. 

Q. — Can you read that to us? 
A. — No I can't read that to you. 

Q. — Have you ever made any at- 
tempt? A. No. If I had I would 
be able to read it. 

« * * « 

The governor : Q — Let me ask 
about these l)ooks. Is it requisite 
that the teachers should be able to 
rea'd and know these liooks, these 
Braille characters ? A. — Yes, they 
should know. 

Q — So that to teachers in the blind 
department, who are teaching the 
blind, it is absolutely essentisl in 
teaching that they should be able to 
read readily? A. — I should not 
think that it would be absolutely 
essential in the higher classes, in 
the senior class. Wo have had 
teachers here that did n't understand 
it, couldn't read it at all, successful 
teachers. 

Q. — In the lower classes ? A. — 
In tire upper classes. 

« « * * 

Q. — Do the blind have regular 
textbooks? A. — Yes sir. 

Q. — Like we used to have in 
school, with the various subject* 
embraced in those texlliooks? A. — 
Yes, sir. 

Q. — Are those textbooks in Bra- 
ille ? A. — Braille. You can get 
them in Braille and New York 
point. 

Q — But they are in the raised 
letters? A. — Yes, sir. 

Q.— All their textbooks? A.— All 
their t<>xt books, except such t\sthey 
use in the senior class. You sec, 
the number of books printed in any 
I'aisetl typo is limitetl, very limited, 
only two insMiutions practically 
turning them out. I think we have 
nearly all that are published. 

Q — Yt)u say the senior class read 
from liooks that are not of that char- 
acter." What sort of textbooks do 
they have there? A. — The teachor 
reads to them. 

Q. — In tlie blind department they 
are sirpposed to get these particular 
l)ooks with raised letters? A — Yes, 
that would be so arranged. 

Q. — Under those circumtanoes, 
with a teacher actively engaged in 
tlie blind department in that work, 
wouldn't you think it essential that 
he could lead Braille? A.— As I 
said, T think it is a benefit, but I do 



not think it is essential in the teach- 
ing of the higher classes. 

• * « * 

The governor: Q. — How are the 
blind first taught to read? A. — 
They are first taught by giving the 
alphabet, first in raised letters, then 
giving simple words. 

Q. — The alphabet is given them 
first in raised letters? A. — In rais- 
ed letters. 

Q — Is it by the sense of touch ? 
A. — By the sense of touch entirely. 

Q. — Of these raised letters ? A. — 
Of these raised letters. 

A. — And that is the Braille sys- 
tem. A. — We use the Braille sys- 
tem. 

Q — When he has learned the 
alpfiabet in that fashion, he is 
taught to read the Braille system ? 
A. — The Braille system by the 
touch. 

Q — I see. How long do they deal 
exclusively will; the Braille system 
in the classes? A. — We deal ex- 
clusively with it for the pupils on 
entering riglit through their course. 

Q. — Even in the higher classes? 
A. — In the liigher c!as.ses. 

Q — Do they have reading exer- 
cises that the teacher follows? A. — 
Not in the higher classes. 

Q — I mean in the lower classes? 
A. — Yes, sir. 

Q. — When they learn to read the 
raised print, then they use these 
Braille trooks? A. — Yes, sir The 
blii'd learrr to read very readily, 
and learn much more than a normal 
child does ; they read better than 
other children do. 

Q. — By the sense of touch can 
they read as rapidly as we read ? 
A, — No, not quite. 

Q. — But fairly rapidly? A. — 
Fairly rapidly. They can read as 
rapidly as one could read intelligibly 
* m m * 

The Governor : Q — Can you 
write the alphabet in the Braille 
system, do you knew the alphabet? 
A. — No, I couldn't. 

USE OF BRAILLE BOOKS. 

Q. — How long have the Braille 
books been in use in the institu- 
tions for the blind ? A. — In this 
country ? 

Q. — Yes. A. — I should judge — I 
am not exactly familiar with it, but 
I should think about 15 years, 
possibly before that. The raised 
letters were used first, then the New 
York point, then the Braille, which 
in an English system. There is 
a French and English Braille ; the 
educators in this country took the 
English Braille and mmlified and 
improved upon it by using letters 
with the fewer dots for the most 
used letters, they 8!mplifie<I it. and 
it is now coming into general use 
among all educators, and is work- 
ing out the New York point, which 
was invented by Mr. VVaite, princi- 
pal of the New York Institution for 
the Blind. 

Q. — How long have you had it in 
use in this institution? A. — Alntut 
10 years, I should think. Qradu 
ally we have adopted it. It may be 
more than that. I think it is. 

Q. — Do you have any greater fa- 
miliarity with the New York point 
than 3'ou have with the Btaille? A. 
— I think I did, just for the fun of 
it, learn the New York point when 
I first came here; it is a thing that 
is easy to forget if you do not prac- 
tice it. I do not know either of 
them now. I haven't had any oc- 
casion to use them at any time. 

Q — Are there any of your teachers 
now in the IMind department who 
aren't familiar with it? A. — No, 
sir, I think they are all familiar with 
it. 

"jThis testimony from the prin- 
cipal teacher of an educational in- 
stitution requires no comment. 

" We have, therefore, at the 
head of this institution, avenlleman 
who can not, with fluency and 
facility, speak in the language, their 
natural language, to the deaf and 
dumb, who constitute a part of his 
charges, and he does not know the 
alphabet and he can not read the 
books of the other part of his 
charges. 

" In addition to this, I quote 
again from the testimony of Mr. 
Keith concerning the textbooks and 
course of study of the school : 

Q — Do you mean to say there 
isn't a complete series of textbooks 
ill Braille on every su>>Ject taught 
in III Ih school ? A.— Yes, but not 
such textl)ooks M we want to use on 

that Hnl>joct. 



Q. — Do yon say there are not 
textbooks on every subject taught, 
in Braille ? A. — Yes, there are. 

Q — Do you say that tbey are not 
good textbooks in every subject 
taught in this school ? A. — I be- 
lieve they are not. 

Q. — Have you ever made an ex- 
amination of them? A. — I have 
got Mr. Frencli's opinion on the 
matter. 

Q. — Have you ever made an ex- 
amination of them? A. — Examina- 
tion of the book, read them? 

Q — Yes, sir. A. — No, sir 

Q. — Have yoo ever studied them 
at all? A. — Never have. 

ABSENCE OF OPINION 

Q. — Have yon absolutely no opin- 
ion as to whether or no there are 
not any buch textbooks on every 
subject taught in tliis school, have 
yoo of your own knowledge and 
own study and own researches? 
A. — Yoo mean from my own dis- 
covery. 

Q. — Yes, sir. A, — No, 

Q — You hsve no opinion on the 
subject of your own ? A. — I have 
my opinions as gained from Mr. 
French. 

Q — Suppose Mr. French would 
be wrong ? A.— It is a matter of 
opinion; it is not a matter of right 
and wrong; I think his opinion and 
judgment are good. 

Q. — The thou»rht that presents 
itself to me is this: If you can't read 
books and if j-ou are unable your- 
self to know concerning them, their 
merits, how can you determine best 
a course of study ? A. — We know 
what other institutions are using, 
and I would take the opinion of Mr. 
French. 

Q — Necessarily you would bede 
pendent upon the opinion of Mr. 
French? A. — Necessarily, yes sir: 
as a practical teacher, and I am not 
in the work. As I say, there is very 
little choice in textbooks; we would 
practically have to use what we 
could get, what are printed. 

Q — Let US take what you call the 
upper classes, do yon name or num- 
ber them? A. — We have, of course, 
the four teachers: a good many 
classes with each teacher. The 
course is mapped out for a 10-year 
course. 

Q. — Take one class, you call it 
the upper class, what are the upper 
classes? A. — I would say tlwit from 
the sixth up, perhaps would be the 
upper. 

Q. — Yon mean the sixth to the 
tenth? A. — Sixth to the tenth year. 

Q. — Let us take your eighth; do 
you use textltooks in that? A. — 
Yes, sir; they use some textbooks 

Q.— What? A.— That I conldn't 
tell you. sir. 

Q. — What is your last year, the 
tenth? A. — The tenth year. 

Q.— That is the very highest? A. 
— Yes, sir. 

Q —Do they use textbooks in 
that? A — I think — I have no ex- 
act knowledge — feelsnre they have, 
too, in some studies, but for the 
most part carrie<i out by the teach- 
ers in textbooks which they have 
not in the Braille. 

Q. — I understood your answer to 
be that you had no exact knowledge 
on the subject, is that correct ? 
A.— Yes, sir. 

Q. — So thst you are unable to 
tell me? A. — Exactly. 

Q. — Let us eliminate exactly. Can 
you tell me any textbooks that are 
used in the Imt grade. A. — No. I 
can not. 

USB OF TEXTBOOKS. 

Q.— Can you tell me whether or 
not there are text)>ook8 used at all 
in that grade. A. — It is hard for 
me to deteimine, because there are 
BO many classes in the one room. 

Q. — I am taking the last room. 
A — I couldn't state positively. 

Q.— That is the grade of the old- 
est pnpils, is It not ? A.— Yes, sir. 

Q, — Necessarily? A. — Yes. 

Q — The grade of those that are 
most advanced in their studies ? 
A.— Yes. 

Q.— And the class from which 
you send j'our pupils either for pre- 
paration for the university or into 
the university itself, is it not ? 
A — We oouldn't send them there. 

Q.— For preparation for the uni- 
versity? A.— Yee, but for pupils 
who are preparing especially for the 
university the schedule would be 
changed to suit the pupil. 

Q. — I am speaking generally of 
the class. A.— Tea. 

Q.— Isn't it the grad* with which 



you keep the closest touch in the 
school? A. — No, sir, 

Q. — What would you say was the 
grade with which you kept in closets 
touch in the schiwl, if there be any 
one more than the others? A. — There 
is not one any more than another — it 
attaches more to the teacher than 
with the actual grade. 

Q. — How is it possible for you to 
oonsnit understandingly or intelli- 
gently with jour Mr. French, who 
is head of the department, if you 
haven't even any knowledge as to 
whether or not textb(x>ks ate used, 
what textttooks are used, or any- 
thing in connection with them ? 
A. — Not on the subject, not on the 
fact whether he had certain text- 
books or not. 

Q. — Do you know the subjects 
that are taught in the last class? 
A. — History and English. 

Q. — Do you know how they are 
taught ? A —No, I do not know 
how they are taught. 

Mr. Olney (addressing the gov- 
ernor)— You mean by textbooks — 

The Governor — I was just asking 
generally. 

The Governor : Q. — Besides his- 
tory and English, what would you 
say is in the regular course — I am 
not speaking of special books Jot 
anything of that kind, but in yonr 
tenth or last grade, in addition to 
history and English, what studies 
have you ? A —History and Eng- 
lish and they have physics and, I 
think, nature studies, botany. 

Q. — Are you sure of that ? A — 
I am not (Msitive whether or not it 
is in that grade. 

Q,— Aren't you even sure of the 
studies they have, let alone text- 
t)ookB, and eliminate the method 
and manner of teaching ? A. — No, 
I don't know which study belongs 
especially to any one class in the 
last year ; there may be only one or 
two pupils in it. 

Q.— Take it in the deaf depart- 
ment, is your knowledge of the 
studies of the deaf department of 
like nature with that of the blind 
department ? A. — In the deaf de- 
partment it is nearly all English, 
arithmetic and typewriting. 

Q.— In imparting English or arith- 
metic, do the teachers in the deaf 
department use textlwoks? A — 
Yes, they all use text()ooks. 

Q — Do yoo know what text- 
books? A.— I do not know the 
names of the textbooks. We have 
provided new textbooks for all 
classes last year, selected by Mr. 
Caldwell. 

Q.— Selected by Mr. Caldwell? 
A.— Yes, sir. 

Q —Don't you know the books he 
selected at all ? ▲ — T do not re- 
member them. I saw them. He 
told me what he wanted to get ; 
when they came I saw them. He 
distributed them ; I do not remem- 
l)er the names of the textbooks. 

Mr. Olney : Q.— Did yon have 
any discossion with Mr. Caldwell 
about the choice between the text 
V)ooks? A. — I left the matter to 
him ; I told him to buy what he 
thought was right ; he told me what 
he wanted. 

Q. — Yon had no discussion with 
him at all as to which textbooks? 
A. — He told me what he wanted. 

Q. — He simply told you what he 
wanted? A.— Yes, sir. 

The Governor: Q.— Did yon 
have textbooks at that time? A. — 
Yes, sir; new ones. 

Q — New as to what particular 
branches? A. — As to English, chief- 
ly. 

Q. — As to English, chiefly. Do 
you know the old authors you 
used? A — Mostly Sweet's readers; 
use them still. 

Q.— The new ones he provided; 
do you know what they were ? A. — 
I do not remember the names of 
them. 

ABSENCE OF HARMONY 

' ' Do not these quotations from 
the testimony of Keith make it 
obvious that the State is not por- 
forming its full duty to its wards, 
and that we are not really giving to 
these unfortunates all that should 
be accorded them? 

"There was another fact that be- 
came plain during the investiga- 
tion and that was that among the 
teachers in the school there was not 
that harmony that should exist. 
Something was wrong with the 
school, nearly every witness conced- 
ed. Some endeavored to express it 
I' in one fashion, some in another, 
and others would not attempt to 
define if, but practically all 



agreed there was something that 
prevented the school from obtain- 
ing the best results. 

"I need not quote from the 
testimorry of the various witnesses 
in this regard, but from the teachers 
put on the stand by the defense to 
the very end of the investigation It 
was obvious to us all that there was 
a lack of harmony in the seliool or 
lack, possibly, of respect for the 
educational attainments of the 
principal— a lack, indeed, of a 
strone hand. 

"The duty devolves upon all of 
us to remedy that which we think 
should t)e remedied, aod while in 
my conclusions I do not assail in 
any way the Integrity of Mr. Keith, 
nor do I think the Investigation 
reflects upon him at all, except 
from the educational standpoint, 
as I have indicatetl, still it is neces- 
sary that an educator, big and strong 
and broad, al>le to compel the 
respect of his subordinates and 
competent to lead in the most ad- 
vanced paths the pupils, should be 
chosen to preside over our instita- 
tion.

LATER. 

Douglas Keith, Principal of the 
State Institution for the Deaf and 
Blind, last night resigned his posi- 
tion as a result of the recently 
published report by Gk>vernor 
Hiram Johnson of the findings of 
the Governor's investigation of the 
institution held some three months 
ago. 

The resignation was presented to 
the Board of Directors of the Instl- 
tution at a meeting held last night 
at the offices of George W. Reed, 
president of the Board, and wasnn- 
animonsly accepted. 

Profes.sor William A. Caldwell, 
assistant principal for many years, 
was apppointed to succeed Keith as 
principal teacher of the school, to 
hold office at the will of the Board. 

for INTEREST OF SCHOOL. 
' I have tendered my resignation 



because I realize that under existing 
circumstances it is for the best inter- 
ests of the school," said Keith. 

" I make no comment on the 
justice of the matter nor on the 
Governor's report, nor the investi- 
gation and the causes which led up 
to it. 

" I have realized that my resig- 
nation at this time is the best for in- 
terests of the school and my interest 
has always been to promote the 
welfare of the institution. I do not 
wish further to comment on the 
matter, and shall forget the whole 
affair and get into some other line 
of endeavor." 

It is probable that Professer Cald- 
well will remain at the head of the 
institution for some time, if not per- 
manently. 

"Mr. Caldwell has been appointed 
to fill the position at the will of the 
Boarvl," said Georgs W. Reed, Presi- 
dent of the B<Mrd of Directors, at the 
close of the meeting. "He may b« 
there several months or longer. We 
shall try to find a man to fill the 
place who will meet the require- 
ments snggesteti by the governor o€ 
the State. Just now we have abso- 
lutely no suggestion to make in this 
regard. 

"It may be that we can find some 
man of wide reputation as an edn- 
cator of both the deaf and the blind. 

"There is still a question as to 
whether Mr Caldwell has had the 
requisite three years' experieiice asa 
teacher of both the deaf and the 
blind that is specified by thestatats, 
but he is an able man and the only 
one at hand whom we feel competent 
to fill ths position. We feel that it 
would be wise if the sUtote were 
modified and this will probably be 
requested." 

LETTER OF BKSIQNATXON. 

Donglas Keith's letter of resign- 
ation is in part as follow : 

I did not pretend or claim to be 
an educator in the sense that I bad 
had the technical training of^tsoial- 
ized teachers for the deaf and the 
blind. My appointment was made 
with the knowledgs that I sbonid 
largely through the instrumentality 
of beads of departments at the insti- 
tution, who did posses such technia- 
oal training, control and direct the

AmoAg hia col 
leasaes were many famoas edaca- 
torn of tlie deaf — men who bad 
earned dintinction already or who 
were deatined to great achieve- 
menta in the line of edncatinn the 
deaf. We can >ecall Prof. Jacoi> 
Van Kofllread, Prof. Weaton Jen- 
kins, who later for many year* waa 
Principal of the New Jersey Inati- 
tution, Prof, Francin D. Clarke, 
who for 8 qnarter of oentary or 
more haa been at the head of the 
Michigan Inatitation, I*rof. Zenas 
F. Westervelt, who organized tbe 
Wfsfern New York Inatitation at 
H Kiit-nter and who in still at itn 
bead, and Prof. Enoch n»*nry 
Carrier, who ioapgnrated a new 
era of progress And achievement at 
the New York Inatitation over 
wnicfa b« has prestded for nearly 
twenty years. It ik evident that, at 
the ootwet of bi.s career aa an 
educator. Pi of. Nelson wa(« 
thrown into rhe most favorable 
enviroDijieat In the ceiHer of which 
was that master educator, Dr. 
laaao Lewis Peet. 

In 1878, Pi'of. NeiBoo oecame 
Pi incipal of the Central New York 
InstitatioB, at Rome, N. Y., and 
for tweoty-nine years sacoessfully 
administered the affairs and direct- 
ed the mlacational trend of that lo- 
tttitation. Scattered throoifhout 
N<'W York Utate, Masaacbasetta, 
Hi '1 'ontigaoas territory, are bun- 
<tr<-ds of (Kradaates whose lives bear 
t*»iimony to the qnaliflcations of 
iu!ci;iger>ce, ability, conrage, and 
indoatry, which tbe Rome Tnatita- 
rton conferred upon them. 

K I ward' Beverley Nelson was a 
rrudi of most engaging personality. 
Of rm-'liinn alalure, with a well- 
knit frMme, und r^aiar yet expres- 
sive featoTiHi, his preaenee produced 
a favorable impresaion, which was 
•nbftooed as acqaintanoeahip 
grew and disclosed his genial cbar- 
aeteriaticfl and amiable disposition. 
Onf of the traits which endeared 
hirrj '" the deaf was bis oompaoion- 
abieneas and tbe friendly way in 
which he mingled among them. He 
was a meml>er of tbe invincible 
Iladson Base Bali Ciab of tbe New 



passed. Prof. Nelson was one 
who sympathized and believed in 
the deaf boys, heart and soal, and 
all of those deaf hoj-s, who still are 
alive will learir of his death with a 
sorrow that is sincere. 

Prof. Nelson was a m«mt>er of 
the Rome Club, a thirty second 
degree Mason, and was affiliated 
with the Fort Schuyler Club, the 
Arcanum Club, and Christ Church, 
Utica. He was also a Trustee of 
the Clinrch Mission to Deaf-Mutes, 
and an Honorary Life Member of 
the Empire Stale Aaaociation of the 
Deaf. He is survived ijy a wife 
and one daughter, also two sisters 
— Miss Margaret Wells {Nelson, of 
Poughkeepsie, and Mrs. Harry 
Seldon Lewis, of Yonkeis.

Editor the Deaf- Mutes' Jour- 
nal:— In the Journal of January 
4, I have noted the article captioned 
" A Correction," in which there is 
a question raised as to tbe adoption 
of a resolution of endorsement of the 
National Fraternal Society of tbe 
Deaf by the Texas Association of 
the Deaf last July. 

In the first place, if the officials 
whose signatures are appended to 
the article in question bad taken tbe 
matter up direct with the Frat or 
with N. P. S. D. headquarters there 
would have been no need of the ap- 
p>earance of the article in the Jour- 
nal It was, and is, a matter con- 
cerning but tbe two organizations 
mentioned and could have been 
adjusted satisfactorily to all con- 
cerned by the use of a little cor- 
respondence, and were it found that 
the Fral owed any one "a cor- 
rection" it would have been given 
with all possible dispatch. 

However, I wish to state that the 
resolution in question was sent the 
Society by Harvey L. Ford, Secretary 
of the Texas Association, and natur> 
ally it was deemed authentic. In a 
communication to the Lone Star 
under date of October 22, Mr Ford 
takes issue with Mr. Morriss as to 
the resolutions having been passed. 
Prom all I can gather, it seems that 
several resolutions were referred to 
a committee and that committee re- 
ported favorably on all. Then the 
members voted to accept the com- 
mittee's report. This would denote 
that they were adopted. 

I have no wish to take sides in 
vrbat seems to be but a lecal matter 
concerning neither the N F, S. D. 
or myself, but I do wish to repeat if 
the officers of the Texas A.ssociation | 
will t.ike up the matter direct with 
me as Secretary of the N. F. S. D.

DEAF-MUTES ARE ArTER IM- 
POSTORS 

"At the raeeliiig of the Rochester 
Branch of the Alumni Associaliuu 
of the Rochester School for the 
Deaf, held Thursday in St. Luke's 
Church, the subject of fake deaf 
and dumb persons tiegeing on the 
streets was discucsed. The associa- 
tion put itself on record as opi>os^d 
to the giving of alms to deaf and 
dumb persons on the ground that 
schools are provided where they are 
taught trades that insure them 
against becoming a care upon the 
public. It was agreed to acquaint 
the chief of police with the attitude 
of the Society." 

The al>ove was put in the Roch- 
ester Times about two weeks ago, it 
seems to have taken effect pretty 
quick, as the following, which ap- 
peared iu the same paper January 
9th, will show. 

POSED AS DEAF-MUTE, DRAWS SIX 
MONTHS 

" Edward Riley, aged 28 years, 
who said he lived at 126 Houston 
Street, New York City, and who. up 
to last night, was apparently deaf 
aud dumb, and who no doubt took 
advantage of the extreme cold to 
make various *' touches" for assist- 
ance, was suddenly gifted with the 
full possession of his speech and 
hearing in Front Street, where be 
was arrested by Patrolmen Ruperti 
and Lawrence. The Officers saw 
Riley accost various poisons iu the 
street, hand them a piece of paper, 
saw the citiseis reach iuto their 
pockets, saw Riley accept some- 
thing, no<] and walk away. 

When the policemen stopped 
Riley and searched him they found 
he had a reasonable amount of 
nickels and dimes and that he car- 
ried a touching letter, in which he 
described his failure to speak and 
hear, and in which he showered the 
giver with blessings for reading his 
appeal and contributing money to 
bis general fund. Riley at first 
tried 10 persuade the (wiicemen to 
believe that he waa really deaf and 
dumb, but when he failed to cor 
rectly reply to certain well-defined 
signals from Ruperti, the two (lolice- 
meu decided that Riley was 'fak- 
ing.' One 8aid,'*Gk> and call the 
wagon.' 

•Don't call the wagon; I' 11 get 
out of towu,' blurted the * deaf 
and dumb ' man. 

Justice Chadsey this morning 
asked Riley how he pleaded to the 
charge of t>eing a vagrant. 

• I plead guilty. Judge,' Riley 
replieil. 

' A man who will impose on good 
nature in the way you have deserves 
no pity,' the Court observed. 
' Yon can serve six months in 
the penitentiary."

The high record exportation of 
practically a quarter billion dollars 
worth of iron and steel manufactures 
from the United States in the calen- 
dar year 191 1 and of over i l/i billion 
dollars worth in the decade ending 
with that year has led the Bureau of 
Statistics, Department of Commerce 
and Labor, to prepare a statement 
showing the relative rank of the 
leading nations in the exportation 
of that important factor of interna- 
tional commerce. 

The world's leading exporters of 
iron and steel, according to oSicial 
figures covering the latest period for 
which statistics are available, are 
the United Kingdom, Germany, and 
the United States, with totals rang- 
ing from a little less than 400 million 
dollars down to about 250 million 
dollars each. To these might be 
added a second group of countries 
with smaller totals, which would in- 
clude Belgium, Netherlands, France, 
Switzerland, and Sweden. These 
eight countries had in 19 10 a total 
exportation of iron and steel of over 
one billion dollars, or about 8% of 
the entire value of all merchandise 
entering the international markets 
of the world. At the head of the 
list of exporters of iron and steel is 
the Unit«i Kingdom, with a total of 
361 million dollars, exclusive of 16 
million dollars' worth of agricultural 
machinery, manufactured in part 
from iron and steel and by certain 
countries included under that title. 
Germany is second in exports of iron 
and steel, with a total of 339 million 
dollars, in addition to which exports 
of agricultural machinery aggregated 
9 million dollars. The United States 
is third, the 1910 figures being 201 
million dollars for iron and steel 31 
million dollars for agricultural im- 
plements. Belgium shows 65 mil- 
lion dollars' worth of iron and steel, 
including agricultural machinery, 
exported in 19 10, and France a total 
of 45 million dollars, exclusive of 
I yi million dollars worth of agricul- 
tural machinery. From Switzerland 
and Sweden the exports of iron and 
steel were, in the latest available 
year, about 18 million dollars each, 
exclusive of agricultural machinery, 
amounting to nearly one million dol- 
lars in case of Sweden and about 
$150,000 in that of Switzerland. 

While the United States thus 
ranks only third as an exporter of 
iron and steel, her progress in that 
branch of commerce has been rapid. 
The total exports of that class of 
articles having increased from 103 
million dollars in 1901, to nearly or 
quite 250 million in 191 1, and of 
agricultural implements from l^ 
I million to 35 million dollars daring 
the same period. Taking the period 
1 900- 1 9 10, the latest period for 
which figures are available in the 
case of foreign countries, growth in 
exports of iron and steel has been as 
follows : the United Kingdom, from 
271 to 36r million dollars ; Germany, 
from i7r to 339 million ; United 
States, from 130 to 201 million ; 
France, from 27 to 45 million ; 
Belgium, from 41 to 65 million ; and 
Switzerland, from 11 to 18 million ; 
dollars. In exports of agricultural 
machinery the United States leads 
all other countries, with a total in 
i9ioof 31 million dollars, againiit 
1 6 million for the United Kingdom, 
9 million for Germany, and i Ji mil- 
lion for France. 

The 250 million dollars worth of 
iron and steel and 35 million dollars 
worth of agricultural implementr ex- 
ported from the United Sutes last 
year found markets in practically 
every part of the civilized world 
Steam locomotives and steel rails 
went largely to Canada, Mexico, 
Brazil, Argentina, and Japan, where 
the rapid development of railways 
I enabled an increased absorption of 
those materials from this country 
' Structural iron and steel of America 
nanufacture is being utilized in in- 
creasing quantities by most of the 
leading countries of North America, 
as well as in Australia and Japan. 
The farms of Canada, Argentina, 
Brazil, Australia, and New Zealand 
are requiring increasing quantities 
of American wire. Our sales of 
electrical machinery show a healthy 
expansion in such important markets 
as the United Kingdom and other 
European countries, as well as the 
newer communities of the western 
hemisphere. The 



said of sewing machines and metal- 
working machinery. American cash 
registers and typewriters are facili- 
tating business in offices scattered in 
every part of the world — in France, 
the United Kingdom and Germany; 
in Canada, Mexico and Cuba; in 
Argentina and Brazil; in India and 
Australia, and in many other coun- 
tries, nearly all of them showing 
larger totals in 191 1 than in any 
earlier years. 

The principal articles forming the 
quarter billion dollars worth of iron 
and steel products exported from 
the United States in the calendar 
year 191 1, with the approximate 
value of each based upon eleven 
months' figures already at hand, 
are : sheets and plates, 18 million 
dollars ; builders' hardware, saws 
and tools, 17 million ; locomotives 
and other engines, 17 million ; steel 
rails, 12 million ; pipes and fittings, 
12 million ; wire, 12 million; struc- 
tural iron and steel, 1 1 million ; sew- 
ing machines, 9 million ; electrical 
machinery, 8 million ; mining ma- 
chinery, 7 million ; bars and rods, 5 
million ; cash registers, 4 million; 
pumps and pumping machinery, 4 
million ; printing presses, 3 million ; 
sugar mill machinery, 3 million ; 
and tin and terne plates, nearly 
5 million dollars, or five times as 
much as in the preceding year ; while 
stoves and ranges, shoe machinery, 
laundry machinery, scales and 
balances, castings, and wire nails each 
exceeded one million dollars in the 
value of the year's exports, represent- 
ting for the most part increases when 
compared with earlier years.

THBIR DEVELOPMENT IN PRODUC- 
TION AND COMMERCE. 



The development of the Hawaiian 
Islands under American guidance is 
illustrated by figures presented in a 
document just received by the 
Bureau of Statistics, Department of 
Commerce and Labor. The docu 
ment, entitled " The Hawaiian An- 
nual, 19 1 2," is issued annually by 
Mr. Thomas G. Thrum, of Hono- 
lulu, and presents statistics of the 
production, commerce, finance, 
population and education in those 
islands during a term of years down 
to igri. 

The figures of growth since the 
annexation of Hawaii to the United 
States and, indeed, since the recipro- 
city treaty of 1876 between the 
islands and the United States, by 
which freedom of commercial inter- 
change with this country was estab- 
lished and investments of American 
capital thus assured, are extremely 
interesting. A table .shows, for ex- 
ample, the production of sugar, by 
far the most im{X)rtant proiduct of 
the Hawaiian Islands, from 1875 
down to and including 191 1. The 
production of sugar in 1875. the year 
immediately prior to the adoption of 
the reciprocity treaty, is given at 25 
million pounds; by 1881 it had grown 
to 94 million pounds; in 1891, 375 
million; in 1901 , 619 million; in 1910, 
million; and in 191 1, million 
pounds, or 40 times as much 
in 1 91 1 as in 1875. The value, 
which was stated at i % million dollars 
in 1875, was given at 36^^ million in 
191 1, or 30 times as much in 191 1 as 
in 1876. Thus the quantity of sugar 
produced in 191 1 is 40 times as great 
as in the year immediately prior to 
the beginning of reciprocity, and the 
value 30 times as great, the relative 
difference in increase between quanti- 
ty and value being due, of course, 
to a reduction in prices of sugar 
meantime. 

Of this increase of practically one 
billion pounds in the sugar produc- 
tion of the Hawaiian Islands since 
the adoption of the reciprocity agree- 
ment with the United States, more 
than one-half has developed since 
annexation, which occurred in the 
year 1898. The sugar production 
of 1897, the year immediately prior 
to that of annexation, was, accord- 
ing to the table in question, 520 
millioti pounds, as against 25 mil- 
lion in 1875, the year immediately 
preceding the reciprocity treaty, 
1,1 1 1 million pounds in 1910 and 
1,011 milllionin 1911. Tbusthein- 
crease in sugar production in the is- 
lands during the 22 vears of re- 
ciprocity, 1876 to 1898, was 495 mil- 
lion pounds, and during the period 
since annexation, 1898 to 1910, was 
592 million pounds. 

Sugar, however, is not the only 
product of the Hawaiian Islands. 
The statements show numerous other 
articles or products of the islands, 
indicating that the recent attempts 
at diversification of production have] 
been at least moderately successful. 
The value of canned pineapples sent 
to the United States alone in the fiscal 
year 191 1 was over two million dol- 
lars; of rice, the quantity shipped to 
this country from Hawaii in that year 
was f>yi million pounds; of coffee, 
2}/i million pounds, of hides and 
skins, I ^ million pounds; of ban- 
anas, 171,000 bunches; while of 
manufactures of wood the value of 
the shipments in 191 1 was about 
$156,000. By far the largest item 
of shipment to the United States is 
sugar, valued in the fiscal year, 191 1 
at 36 yi million iti 1910, against i % 
million in 1876, the year of the 
reciprocity treaty. 

Practically all the imports into 
the Hawaiian Islands are from the 
Ut: »e», except a few articles, 

reqL : jy local conditions, which 
cannot be obtained in this country, 
might be | The imports of foraign merchandise 



amounted to about 5 million dollars, 
made up chiefly of nitrates from the 
western coast of South America, 
and Japanese products imported 
from Japan to meet the demands of 
the 70,000 persons of Japanese birth 
or parentage now living in the 
islands. The census of 19 10 shows 
the population of the Hawaiian 
Islands at 191,907, of which 70,500 
are classed as Japanese, 26,000 as 
" Hawaiian," 22,000 as Portuguese, 
aud 21,500 as Chinese. The num- 
ber of persons bom in the United 
States residing in Hawaii in 1910 
has not yet been announced by the 
census of that year, the figures of 
1900 having been stated at 4,068. 

The total population has grown 
from 58,000 in 1878 to 192,000 in 
1910, the growth of the foreign 
population during the period being 
from 5,300 to 153,300, while the 
number of Hawaiians declined from 
51,500 in 1872 to 38,500 in 1910. 

The figures of trade show a con- 
tinuous excess of exports over im- 
ports. In 1875 the excess of exports 
over imports was $407,265 ; in 1890, 
6 million dollars ; in 1901, 4>i milli- 
on ; and in 191 1, 14^^ million. Im- 
ports have increased from i ^ mil- 
lion dollars in 1875 to 2a million in 
191 1 ; exports, from two million to 
42?^ million dollars, the figures for 
191 1 including 22 million dollars 
of merchandise received from, and 
41 million dollars' worth shipped to 
the United States.

It is proposed to create a memorial 
to the late R«v. Thomas Gallaildet, 
D.D., by the erection of a Parish 
Building for St. Ann's Chareb for 
Deaf-Mutes. The present Cfaurafa 
is situated on 148th Street, Just west 
of AmaU^rdam Avenue, aud is built 
some tweuty-Qve feet back from the 
line of the 'Street to permit the erec- 
tion of such a buildiui; as above 
indicated, which will form a faoade 
to tbe church edifice and be a center 
of religions and social life amonget 
the silent peoples. Dr. Gallaadet 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
woald have completed the church 
with which his nau^e nas always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
moat fitting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertakeq. SL 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
Ui^eaf- motes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about fot'ty-flve feet 
aloug the street front aud tweuty- 
five feet in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will l>e used tor tbe social, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of tbe 
deaf-mutee of New York. The 
amount required for '* The Gallau- 
det Memorial Parish Building" wili 
be about 830,000, and the building 
itself, in its position aud purpose, 
wiljl form a conspicuous mouumeut 
to him whose life was devoted to tbe 
silent peoples. They themselve* 
heartily endorse the memorial.
